Ambulance service ‘unprofessional’

In the course of in¬ 
vestigating the poor response 
time of the Weakley County 
ambulance to the scene of the 
recent near-drowning at the 
dome pool, several items 
surfaced which appeared to 
warrant a closer look into the 
quality of service rendered by 
the Emergency Ambulance 
Service (EAS), which serves 
UTM as well as the entire 
county 

The dome pool delay of 
twenty minutes was report 
edly caused by mechanical 
difficulties It was found that 
only one ambulance is 
stationed at all times in the 
Martin area; should this 
ambulance ever fail to 
operate, the nearest 
emergency vehicle would 
have to be dispatched from 
Dresden, where EAS is 
currently based. 

Martin was formerly the 
headquarters for the county 
ambulance service, and was 
therefore able to operate 
several vehicles in this area 
At that time, service was 
reportedly “much better” 
than at the present time, 
running under the ownership 
of Leon Chism, formerly of 
Martin The removal of the 
service from Martin to 
Dresden in 1974, during 
Chism's ownership, has been 
termed by several sources as 
a "political maneuver.” As 
mentioned, Martin now has 
only one ambulance stationed 
within the city limits, despite 
the fact that Martin has the 
greatest population density in 
the entire county. 


■ Pre-Med Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice (PMAS), which now 
operates in Union City, took up 
the ambulance service in mid- 
1976 PMAS gave its 120^ay 
notice to the county in March 
of last year, with the 
allegation that "the county 
didn't live up to its contract." 
The source reports that 
originally the county had 
given PMAS an initial sub¬ 
sidy, with the understanding 
that more revenue would be 
available if needed When 
additional revenue was 
sought, the authorities then 
reportedly "laughed about the 
raise," at which point PMAS 
took its 120 -day option to 
cancel the contract with the 
county 

The next, and current 
service, Emergency 
Ambulance Service (EAS), 
which is owned by Paul Hath- 
coat of Dresden, took up from 
that point. Will Johnson, also 
of Dresden, was reportedly 
originally a partner in the 
business while holding a 
county office; sources say that 
Johnson remained part owner 
until “the heat was put on," at 
which time he is said to have 
sold out to Hathcoat 


The service being rendered 
by EAS is said to be 
"terrible," and there is “a 
tremendous ambulance 
problem" according to one 
medical source, adding that 
there is no visible sign of 
improvement at this time In 
comparison to the service 
currently being offered by 
EAS, those of Chism and 
PMAS are said to have been 
"ten times better," according 
to one inside source The 
person goes on to say that 
while Hathcoat's business is 
financially sound, the service 
fails to be that which should be 
expected of any ambulance 
service. 


A number of sources 
familiar with ambulance 
service, and Hathcoat's ser¬ 
vice in particular, have seated 
that Hathcoat is not qualified, 
in their opinion, to best run an 
ambulance service. Formerly 
a Dairy Queen operator with 
no apparent previous ex¬ 
perience in medical service, 
Hathcoat is one of the few, if 
not the only, ambulance 
service owner without a 


Hathcoat himself has been 
termed as one who is "tough to 
work with," and “ignorant to 
what his job requires of him." 
Another source who has 
known Hathcoat described the 
man as "a nervous wreck, 
who must rely on his i Hath¬ 
coat's) help," According to 
this source, Hathcoat has 
participated in ambulance 
runs himself, despite the 
allegation that he has little or 
no knowledge himself of first 
aid or CPR (Cardio¬ 
pulmonary Resuscitation) 
An additional complaint is 
that Hathcoat currently 
employs mo 6 t or all of his 
family in the business, often at 
“twice the salary of the 
others, which has created a 
very unfair situation," ac¬ 
cording to one reliable source. 

Hathcoat refused to make 
any statements, neither 
concerning EAS, nor on his 
own behalf.

several persons who have 
known Green and his work in 
the past question the true 
physical condition of the man 
with regards to his job 
According to these sources, 
Green himself is overweight, 
and in addition suffers from 
"emphesima or some other 
respiratory problem " It is 
felt by these sources that 
Green "would not be able to 
really exert himself on the job, 
without ending up needing 
help himself " One source in 
particular stated that Green 
has "improved a lot" from the 
past, but when asked if be felt 
Green was able to com¬ 
petently carry out his job, the 
reply was "No.” 

Last year, action was taken 
by certain citizens to have 
Green removed from EAS, but 
this action was overridden 
Those responsible for this 
attempt stated their con¬ 
viction that "politics is 
keeping him (Green) in the 
Job”^ 

Jim Johnson, of the Ten¬ 
nessee Department of Public 
Health, Division ~ of 
Emergency Medical Services, 
states that a 1972 law requires, 
as a minimum for ambulance 
attendants, certification as an 
EMT. This implies three and a 
half months of training, in¬ 
cluding 93 hours of classroom 
instruction and ten hours of 
emergency room training. 
Drivers are not required such 
training or certification, only 
a chauffer's license 

Johnson goes on to say that 
the two primary problems 
which relate to rural am- 


which many (eel illustrates 
the questionable nature of 
Green's work, involves the 
ambulance run to the home of 
J D Rowlett in June of last 
year, after Rowlett had lost 
consciousness from a heart 
stuck 

According to a neighbor of 
Rowlett, there were com¬ 
plications in getting the phone 
number of EAS in the first 
place; information originally 
gave the numbers for Chism's 
nonexistent service, and also 
PMAS The neighbor and 
several other eyewitnesses 
sute that, contrary to police 
reports filed, it took the 
ambulance between 30 and 45 
minutes to arrive. 

In the meantime, artificial 
respiration and CPR was 
administered by the neighbor 


and a policeman who came 
upon the scene, along with the 
help of others Rowlett was 
also given several 
nitroglycerin capsules, which 
were found beside him at the 
time of the heart attack 
When the ambulance did 
arrive, Green is said to have 
run to the victim, "wringing 
wet, and wheezing terribly, 
with an air passage which he 
attempted to insert into the 
victim's mouth. Green was 
reportedly "extremely ner¬ 
vous and extremely 
congested" during this time. 
Next the ambulance attendant 
brought an oxygen Unk to the 
victim, without a mask Jim 
Johnson, EMS supervisor, 
sUtes that no mask is used 
when artificial respiration is 
being administered; however. 


at this point no such aid was 
being given Green then called 
to the driver for the mask, 
when the driver could not 
locate the mask. Green was 
forced to find it himself When 
everything was set, it was 
found that the oxygen tank 
was empty “It just spurted 
for a couple of seconds, and 
then nothing,” one eyewitness 
recalls At this point Green is 
said to have thrown the 
oxygen aside and "just stood 
there staring at the man 
(Rowlett),” while several 
persons urged him to "do 
something before the man 
dies ” 

Rowlett was then put on a 
stretcher, which was repor¬ 
tedly dropped, victim and all, 
in order to open the back doors 
of the ambulance Rowlett 


was then finally taken to 
Volunteer General Hospital, 
where he was revived after 
several minutes of intense 
work Reports say that 
Rowlett was hooked up to the 
oxygen unit while in the 
ambulance, but the fact has 
not been fully verified by all 


The neighbor which ad¬ 
ministered mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and was an 
eyewitness to the entire in¬ 
cident is an LPN (Licensed 
Practical Nurse) with twenty 
years of experience, including 
ten and a half years of 
emergency room experience 
Both she and Rowlett were 
extremely dissatisfied with 
the service rendered by 
Green.

With the 11778 election (or primary officer* 
finally completed, it is time for the newly- 
elected members of next year’s Williams 
administration to begin looking toward the 
future and start planning now for the up¬ 
coming quarters.

It is hard enough to 
get a mere 38 percent of the entire student 
population to vote once; perhaps congress 
• elections would benefit from a greater voter 
turnout if students were able to do all their 
. voting at one time, instead of voting once and 
turning right around to vote again. If placing 
the election times together appeared to 
require a time extension for campaign week, 
then the time allowed before elections could 
easily be extended somewhere between a half 
to a full week 

Second, the SGA should concentrate on 
lining up some top-quality, student-drawing 
entertainment for next year. Of course this

So it could very well be that Hathcoat's 
Emergency Ambulance Service was in the 
planning during or even before Chism's 
service. Whether for money, political favors, 
or whatever reason, EAS Is here. 

Iti seems strange that the owner of EAS 
| refuses to make any statements with regards 
to h)mself or his service. Is there really that 
much to hide? Exactly what is it about EMS 
that Hathcoat doesn’t want people to find out? 

If it is the poor quality of service which is 
being held back, there is no reason, with so 
many knowledgeable citizens freely 
revealing various accounts of poor am¬ 
bulance runs and other criticisms of EAS 
With only a mere fraction of the county 
: voicing their dissatisfaction, it would be in¬ 
teresting to see what Weakley County as a 
whole feels toward its ambulance service. If it 
really isn't so bad as it looks, then why are so 
maky people asking that something be done to 
improve it?
